A dispatch from Lexington, Ky., Monday, to 
the Cincinnati Commercial Tribane, says: 
"John E. Madden, master of Hambarg Place, 
here, is highly indignant at the pablication of 
the list of mares and the statement that ha has 
sold them to Clarence H. Mackay, of New York, 
for a long price. Madden says today that ha 
has made no sneh s ale. The list was pnblished 
here Batnrday by the Thoroaghbred Record and 
also an afternoon daily paper and regarded as 
anthentic. It was stated that the official organ 
of the Jockey Clah had recorded the mares as 
belonging to Mackay and entered by him in the 
140,000 Hopsfal Stakes for 1904. 



In speaking of next year’s prospects in racing, 
Jndge Barks, in the Daily American of Decem- 
ber 23, has this to say: "It bids fair to baa 
great year for horsemen. Almost every pros 
pectns that I have seen for 1902 provides for a 
material increase in the added money to stakes. 
It is now apparent that the Coney Island Jockey 
Clnb is not to be distanced in the race for pop- 
ularity, Its pregram for the coming Jane meet- 
ing shows the Swift and Spendthrift Btakee 
have been increased by $500 each, $2,000 being 
the added money now. The Zephyr and Spring 
have been increased to nearl) doable the sam 
formerly added to them. To the Vernal there 
has been an increase of $250. The Beacon 
Steeplechase, $2,500 added, and the Rockaway 
Cap, $1,C00 in cash added, will both be appre- 
ciated by owners of jampers. The Eqaality and 
Thistle, for three-year-olds and npward, are 
new stakes. The far-famed Bnbnrban, valae 
$10,000; the Mermaid, valae $5,000; the Tidal, 
valne $20,000; the Jane Handicaps, worth $6,500; 
the Doable Event, $ 10 , 000 ; Swift, Spendthrift, 
Great Trial ($20,000), and other races all show 
the liberality of this progreesive racing associa- 
tion.” 



Following the parchase of Lady Minting for 
James R. Keene at the Newmarket Blood Stock 
Sale, comes the acconnt of two more important 
sales in which Americans are interested. Rose- 
garland, a daaghter of Bonlevard— Bose d’Ar- 
monr, was knocked down at the handsome 
flgnre of $5,CC0, She is for an American whose 
name was kept a secret. The mare is in foal 
by Bill of Portland. A Mr. McClennan paid 
$6,550 for Vagrant Maid, a mare in foal by Cyl- 
lene. Lady Minting, the new Keene parchase, 
has bsen bred to the same stallion. 

Among the paseengere who arrived on the 
Celtic last Bnnday was Charles Ballard, once a 
popalar jockey on the American tracks. He 
was accompanied by his wife and child and 
came here to stay daring the Christmas holi- 
days, after which ha will retnm to England 
and daring next season train for J. D. Leon, a 
well-known English tnrf patron. Ballard ex- 
pressed an opinion that the English racer is 
snperior to the American bred animal and that 
as an all-aroand lover of racing the English- 
man is anapproachable. He added that Danny 
Maher was sarprisingly popalar in England.
